Since the perfection of gold filled 
metal the number of spectacle and

of this and how nearly equal to solid 
gold it is for many uses. 
The term 
gold filled is somewhat misleading. 
Merely reversing it almost thoroughly 
explains both the material and the 
process. 
Filled gold, as it might well be 
called, consists of a gold shell filled 
with an alloy of base metal. The popu 
lnrity of gold filled Is demonstrated by 
the fact that nearly $1,000,000 of fine 
gold is 
used annually In one plant 
alone, and half Of this Is used in the 
manufacture of the gold filled wire 
from which spectacles and eyeglass 
frames and mountings are made.—•

RIGID CENSORSHIP 


DELAYS WAR NEWS

w ith a delay of from 15 to 17 or more 1

have suffered even greater delay in 
transm ission.
